<He firſt that was Indicted and Arraigned was on Pw” Good, for that 
ſhe in the Company , of-rwo more, both Men, coming as ile had 
often before done, into-the Houſe of one Sammuel' Pod a Vininer 
living in Saint: Eotolphs without Biſhops-Gate, and: there c:liing tor 
ſeveral ſorts of Liquors, had brought th. m up tro them one Silver Tankard, one 
ſilver Bole, two filver ſtand ng Cups, the which they watching their opporcu= 
nity, conveyed away, and old to ſeveral Goldſmiths in Layds»?. The Evidence 
was plain, that-one of the three unqueſtionably had' the Plare. aforeſaid , but ir 
could not be charged pofitively upon the Priſoner. - She-was likewiſe IndiRed 
for ſtealing one Silver Ta: ;kard, and one Dram Cup, from Rozer Reading of 
the ſame Pariſh, the which ſhe cock. fled in Court, ad therefore was brought in' 
Guilty of that Fellony, bu: nor of the former,

followed them to call rhem back, but they oa che contrary, thoughr they were 
pit: \uved, thenow Piiſoner ſlipped foto an Alehouſe, and che Man went back, 
ir tre Afcreſaid” fr: Beacon no {coner looking over his Coats, but miſſed one,

Aartha F'd wards Martha Hair, and EliFabeiih Hicks were Tadicted: for ſteal- 
ing 28 Yards of lowered Silk , vallued at fourtcen pounds, from one Edward 
#3eby, the former ©#2, Edwards alledged ſhe bought it of Heir, and Hur affirm- 
ed ſhe had it of Z:cks, who likewiſe confirmed the ſame, bur having a Pardon 
for Tranſportation fince the Fellony committed, although ſhe was tound Guil-

William Baniſter was brought to his Trial, for Burglary and Fellony , fot

George Fames was Indicted for breaking open, and entring the dwelling houſe 
of theright worthiptul Sir Vi/ram Turner Knight, and Alderman of the Ciry 
of LonJen, (cituate inthe Pariſh of Chriſtchurch in the. \Vard of Farringion 
within, and conveying thence in moneys fix hundred ſeventy five pouads, after 
hls being committed.to Newgate, hecontefſed that he had nor the moneys him- 
ſelf , but that by the helpot certain lalſe Keys ,, he had delivered the greateſt 
part thereof to one Thozras Brown; and did likewile diſcover where three hun-
